his remarks following the Jack 
Ruby murder trial 
Craig made the statement hi 
conjunction with a speech to the 
bar association of San Fran- 
cisco, Redls home town. 

The ABA president revealed 
that complaints of unethical con- 
duct against Rein had been re- 
ceived by ABA headquarters in 
Chicago. He said the com- 
plaints were being referred to 
the association's committee on 
professional grievances for in- 
vestigation. 

Craig said Belli “in bis unre- 
strained comments on the trial 
of Jack Ruin/ in Dallas — which 
[have been widely broadcast and 
reported - fho chief counsel for 
i he dote n d a n t n ) ad e in m ni pe r ate 
i imi a be s i vo st a tern en t s . af>md: 
the trial court and the entire 
Dallas community. 

“The effect was to question 
the integrity of the court and 
jury." 

Craig said “the canons of 
ethics provide that the lawyer 
having any justified reasons 
against a member of the 
judiciary should lodge that 
grievance with the appropriate 
authorities and not . indulge m 
public defamation/' 

“Mr. Bdu should know this/'* 
Craig said. “That he should so : 
flagrantly d ter egurd the code of 
professional ethics, and his oath 
as an attorney, is a disc redd to 

him and to his profession."' ^
